Kildare Street Club. 


The news paragraph in Friday’s /rish 
Times referring to the establishment of the 
famous Kildare Street Club will revive in 
the minds of Dublin. citizens of an older 
generation the terrible tragedy which took 
place in the parent building in the early 
fifties. Before the present building was 
erected in the middle years of last cen- 
tury, the club premises were situate in 
the same thoroughfare, on the site which 
is now occupied by the present Royal 


limelight through the publication of the 
full report of the recent Tribunal of 
Inquiry and the settlement of a long and | 
bitter labour dispute, is prettily situated 
on the estuary of the River Shannon. A 
hundred years ago it had grist, tuck and 
fiour mills and a big flax trade, and much 
trafic in turbot. Most of these have long 
since gone, but its flour mills are still 
thriving, andthe port of Cappa, a few 
miles off, 1s oftem busy with shipping. It 
was at Kilrush that the curtain was rung 
up on the actual tragedy which suggested 
the plot of “The Colleen~Bawn’’ to 
Gerald Griffin for his famous novel. The 
novel, indeed, does not follow the true 
story very closely, but the truth was 
tragic enough to supply material for stage 
melodrama and opera, Strangely enough, 
it was at Moneypoint, a short distance 
from the town, that the dead body of 
Ellen Hanlon, the young and beautiful 
victim of the tragedy, was found by two 
fishermen. Passing as the wife of a young 
man of the district of good family, Ellen 
Hanlon had crossed with her betrayer and 
his man-servant, named Sullivan. in a 
small boat from Kilrush to Carrickfoyle, 
near Tarbert. Here a quarrel broke out 
between the girl and the master because 
the former insisted upon keeping in her 
own hands portion of some money she had 
stclen from her uncle when she ran away. 
Her murder was determined upon by the 
master and carried out by the man, and 
from this sordid motive. sprang the 
tragedy which has inspired dramatist and 
novelist. 


Waterford and Newfoundland 


At the present time, when Mr. de 
Valera’s “ alternative markets ” are stil] 
in the air, it is somewhat melancholy to 
recall the busy trade which flourished 
between Ireland and Newfoundland in the 
last quarter of the eighteenth century. It 
is said that from sixty to eighty ships 
sailed annually from Waterford to New- 
foundland with cargoes of pork, beef and 
butter. In the year 1775 there were ex- 
ported from that town 59,856 casks of 
butter, ‘averaging one hundredweight 
apiece, at a mean price of fifty shillings. 
At certain times of the year as many as 
three to four thousand pigs a week were 
slaughtered there for the export trade.. 

The bleak days of March must have wit- 
nessed many farewell scenes, and the quay- 


College of Physicians. They were virtually 
wiped out by one of the most destructive 
fires which Dubl-. had known for a long 
period. Life-saving appliances in Dublin 
half a century ago were very primitive, 
and the agonising scenes and tragic con- 
sequences of the fire in the old club-house 
(a large three-storey building) brought 
home to the Corporation of that time the 
imperative need for more efficient methods 
of life-saving. 

- It was late at night when the fire 
occurred, and most of the servants and 
some club members who had remained 
over night were cut off from escape by the 
surging flames which raged in the lower 
part of the building. In their frenzy they 
rushed to the roof, and a number of them, 
mostly female servants, abandoning all 
hope of rescue, jumped into the street, 
only to meet an instantaneous death.

He carried about 
with him a number of razors and a com- 
plete shaving outfit, with which he shaves 
tramps and itinerant pedlars whom he 
meets from time to time on the roads. He 


has, it. seems, his regular customers who 


require his services every few months, 
or when they chance to meet, but he finds 
many others who, like people in other 
walks of life, shave themselves and allow 
their hair to grow untidily rather than go 
to a barber. He has been in Ireland for 
over twenty years, and I cannot under- 
stand why Mr. James Stephens has not 
drawn our attention to him long ago.

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COUNCIL'S RELIEF 
PROPOSAL. 


Mr. J. J. Shiel (Chairman) presided at the 
— ot the Dublin County Council last 
night, 

Councillor P. J. Fozarty moved and 
Councillor Mulvany seconded ‘a proposal that 
the sum of £35,000 be devoted to the provision 
of relief works for the unemployed at 
Christmas. 

Mr. Belton said that the proposal was not 
going to cure unemployment.

Mr. P. J. Curran, T.D., said that the 
Council had done its best, and he agreed 
that, esnecially at Christmas time, something 
ae be done for the unfortunate working 
class.

EARL'S LETTERS 
BEFORE THE FIGHT.

CONDITION OF THE 
JACOBITE ARMY.

IDELIGHTS on the state of the Jacobite 

S army shortly before the Battle of the 
Boyne are given in letters written by 

Richard Talbot, Earl of Tyrconnell, now in 
the British Museum. The ‘text has been 
prepared and is published in Part 4 of 
dnalectica Hibernica, the report of the Jrish 
Manuscripts Commission, 

The letters fell into the hands of the 
Williamites after the Battle of the Boyne. 

Jealousy among the various sections of the 
Jacobites is indicated in a letter from 
Tyrconnell to the Queen, dated from catnp at 
Ardee on October 20th, 1689. After a refer- 
ence to the opposition given the King, ' who 
had only your r unworthy servant myselfe 
for his second, though others would now 
share in the honour of it, because it had good 
guccesse,” he goes on to reiterate a protest 
which he had apparently made on a former 
occasion, that '“Í have noe dissattisfaction 
against Lord Melfort, other than that | doe 
not take him to bee a man of truth, for he 
would have left us all here a cutting one 
another’s throats, by haveing told severall 
stories underhand from one to another... . 
which mought. have proved the ruin of the 
King’s affaires here and there. ... 


MONEY FROM GUNS. 


“ What I have writ of Monsieur de Rosen 
(the French Ambasador) is already in w good 
way, as | find by your Majestie’s letter, soe 
as wee shall trouble you. no more in that 
matter, But, madam, Í am sorry to tell your 
Majestie that | fear him that comes in his 

lace will undoe all our affaires, not so much 
or any fault in him, though he has the 
character of an ill man, as | am told, for | 
have not the honour to know him much, as 
that he is an enemy to Monsieur de Louvois 
... + L will a.cure your Majestie that all the 
French here are much offended att it... .”’ 

From the sanie camp, where the army was 
lying within two miles of Schomberg’s army, 
the Earl wrote two days later to say that the 
reason for moving thither had been that they 
had been to “ find furrage and cover for our 
horses, which doe suffer for the want of 
both.”’ A memorandum of supplies from 
France which were said to be necessary for 
the army’s existence includes forty guns '“ to 
coine into money,” with reference to which he 


comments, “' lett not the copper bee forgott, 
for wee are all undone if that doe not come 


out of hand, for its our meat, drink, and wee 
have none left, for wee are forced to coine our 
brass gunns for want of it.” 

The next letter, from Dublin Castle, on 
November 27th, says: ‘‘ 1 am sorry you have 
reason to retrench our demands for fear of 
asking too much; and that which made mee 
ask for soe many things, and soe much, was 
because 1 saw how loath they were to part 
with their money .... I am glad you have 
sent the copper, for its our daily bread, and 
you must fond more, for wee shall need 80 or 
90 tuns of it before the last of March, and 
40 or 50 tuns att present, which wee are con- 
tent to pay for. 

” And after that armes, ammunition, is our 
greatest want, which | had rather see here 
than silver and gold, soe they bee good armes, 
especially fusies, that is firelocks.”’ 


FURTHER APPEALS. 


“That your Majestie will be pleased to 
prepare another stock of copper for us “” is 
Talbot’s appeal in another letter from Dubliy 
Castle on December 22nd, “ before this that 
yo1 are now sending us bee spent, which will 
not last us above three months, our expence 
being about a hundred thousand pounds 
sterling a month, and the 40 tuns of copper 
you send will coine not above three hundred 
thousand pounds.”’ 

In letter after letter the Earl continues to 
plead for supplies, his references to letters 
which he had received from the Queen 
making it clear that great difficulty was 
being experienced in Bsa them from 
the French. On February 20th his cry is: 
‘* Madam, we are now soe desitute of all those 
commodityes that brought us all sorts of 
merchandise from forreigne countryes that we 
have none to transport which chiefly con- 
sisted of wool, hides, tallow, beefe, batter, 
etc., for the army of all sides have ruined and 
destroyed all our flocks and black cattle, that 
wee have none to spare: soe that if we can 
find enough to give the French merchants 
that comes now to us, it is the best wee can 
hope for. .. 

“ We are preparing as much as in us lies 
for putting ourselves in the best posture wee 
can to receive this Prince of Orange, though 
God knows we can hardly make any that 
signifies much, our wants of all sorts are so 
great. For instance, how is it possible to 
make our foot fitt for any service when wee 
have not any ammunition to give them to 
inure them to fire, two thirds of our 
musketeers never having fired one shot 
because wee have noe powder to give them?” 


THE PRINCE LANDS. 


Many more letters passed, each with much 
the same burden, and on June 24th (July 
4th). old style, after the landing of William 
in the North, we find the passage: “‘ The 
Prince of Orange upon Saturday last was 
seavenight landed att Belfast, with the last 
of all the troopes that were designed for the 
conquest of this country, which, wee are | 
morally certaine, are effective men noe less 
than 40,000 horse, foot, and dragoons (I 
meane all that he has now in this kingdome), 
and has been since hard att work to loose noe 
time to come up with us, for as it is his 
business to force us to a battle, soe it is ours 
to avoid it all we can, but in case of the last 
extremity, or that we may at least see a great 
probability of beating him, which I confess 
I doe not yet nor any body else | converse 
with, but much the contrary, for he is pro- 
vided of all things to subsist his army: they 
are numerous; they are most of them old 
disciplined troopes; they are paid in gold 
silver; in short they want noething.’’ 

Tyrconnell goes on to discuss the reasons 
for and against making an immediate stand 
against the Vrince, the only alternative to 
which was to allow him to march on and 
capture Dublin. ‘‘ If you venture the battle 
and lose,” he says, “ you are ever lost to all 
intents. England, France, and all the world 
will desert and dispise you, and you will bee 
blamed for your vonduct,' bee it never soe 

ood ; whéreas if you preserve the small army 
ane being beaten you have an hundred 
chances for you, and whoever has time has 
life, says your country proverb. After all 
this, if I see any reasonable probability of 
beating the Prince of Orange I am not for 
declining the battle, but if 1 doe not, I con- 
fess I am not for venturing the loss of all to 
preserve a pes which you must lose as soon 
as the battle is lost, and which, I think, is 
not of that consequeuce to us as is said.”

Grow More 


Tomatoes ? 


OBSTACLES TO 
SUCCESS. 


the /rish T'imes Agricultural Corre- 
spondent, that a serious effort should 
be made to grow tomatoes in sufficient 

uantity to meet the home demand in the 
Trish Free State, a gardener of some ex- 

rience in this direction points out that to 
do so successfully growers must have cheap 
labour and cheap Fuel. Without these it 
would not be possible to compete against 
Dutch produce, from which, after deducting 
all expenses, the grower gets as little as one 
halfpenny per pound when tomatoes are 
plentiful. Against that the Dutch grower 
obtains a better price when tomatoes are 
somewhat scarce, because he keeps the market 
going and the quality is uniform. 

One of the reasons why tomatoes are not 
more generally grown in Ireland, he points 
out, is the unsuitability of the climate; while 
another is the high cost of fuel for heatin 
the houses. In England coke can be purchas 
at the works for 12s. 6d. per ton, but in the 
vicinity of Dublin the cost of coke for this 
purpose is absolutely prohibitive. Jt 1s 
agreed that it would be a good thing if 
tomatoes could be produced economically with 
heat in well-constructed houses. 

In the opinion of this gardener the tariff of 
twopence per pound on imported tomatoes 
will not be of any material assistance to home- 
growers, except in the way of putting up 
prices. 

Mr. Thomas Shaw, who is well known in 
connection with the North Dublin Horticul- 
tural Society and the Irish Plot Holders’ 
Association, writes that our Agricultural 
Correspondent has opened up a question of 
the first importance. There is much to be 
said for the industry, from the point of view 
of the horticulturist and the market gardener. 

“Irish tomatoes,’’ writes Mr. Shaw, “ have 
always been able to command higher prices in 
the home market than those imported, but, 
as your correspondent truly remarks, the 
wets f grown is so small in relation to the 
Baosan that it cannot be described as an 
industry. The remedy is obvious. It is 
quite as easy to say: grow more tomatoes 
as it is to say grow more wheat or sugar 
beet. Practical encouragement in the de- 
velopment of a potential industry should take 
precedence of the imposition of tariffs on the 
articles with which we ate asked to compete. 
The erection and maintenance of glass, heat. 
ing apparatus, etc., are matters involving a 
considerable outlay, and if such could be met 
by a subsidy, as in the case of the Carlow 
Sugar Beet Factory, there is no reason why 
the tomato industry could not become a pay- 
ing proposition. 

“ There is just one point on which | regret 
[ must join issue with your correspondent— 
viz., the question of producing tomatoes from 
October onwards. The shortening days, the 
long, cold nights, and the humidity of the 
atmosphere must be counteracted by careful 
and unremitting attention to heating, ventila- 
tion, etc., to a far greater extent than is 
requisite in the production of the earlier and 
better paying crops. These, however, are 
matters which Irish gardeners would be able 
to manage without the assistance of 
the ‘enterprising foreigners’ experience,’ 
mentioned by your correspondent.’’

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY'S 
RECITAL. 


MR. FREDERIC LAMOND. 


The Royal Dublin’ Society’s musical 
recitals yesterday afternoon and evening were 
well attended,,and the audiences had oppor- 
tunity to hear and study the work of Frederic 
Lamond, whose reputation as a pianist stands 
very high. His programmes for both concerts 
were selected with a discriminating taste, 
affording the pianist opportunity to reveal his 
style and scope. In the opening work, which 
was the Preludio e Fuga from Part One of 
Bach’s ‘* Well-tempered Clavier,” he im- 
pressed one with the quiet, thoughtful 
manner in which he read the work. 

Into the collection of forty-eight preludes 
and fugues for the ‘‘ Well-tempered Clavier ”’ 
Bach embodied his whole artistic creed, and 
so great is the artistic value and intrinsic 
merit of the collection that it has withstood 
all the changing tastes and fashions, and is 
to-day unsurpassed in its youth and perfec- 
tion. Mr. based treated the work in a 
delightful intimate fashion, and evolved a 
delicacy of tone that never allowed one to 
lose the association of the composition with 
the clavier. That intimate style—a musical 
soul communing with itself—was the lasting 
impression one carried away from these 
recitals. It was there again in the Mozart 
C major Sonata—a work which was exquisite 
in its technical treatment—fingers tripping 
with gossamer touch over the keys, bringing 
out the subtleties of tone colour, and 
playing about in wondrous fashion with the 
theme subjects; but over and above all was 
that suggestion that the pianist was holding 
himself in restraint. 

The rich warmth of the Beethoven Sonata 
in F minor (Appassionata) was a fine 
contrast to the lighter Mozart, and in this 
work Mr. Lamond did some of his best playing 
of the day—how beautifully he brought out 
the dominating passage in the opening move- 
ment. The énal movement was also played 
with studious care and beauty. The Four 
Impromptus of Schubert gave opportunity 
for a display of technique which was on the 
highest plane, and the Chopin Berceuse which 
téllowed was a scintillating gem. The pianist 
imparted a more vigorous style and tone into 
Glazounow’s ‘‘ Miniature” and _  Liszt’s 
“ Tarantella di Bravura.”’ 

At night the programme included the 
Handel “' Suite No. ó im D ' minor,’ 
Schumann s “ Fantasie, C major, and works 
by Beethoven, Liszt, Brahms and Debussy.

The above is not an actual extract trom 
Mr. Frank Buck’s dialogue, but it might well 
be one. According to this film, the capture 
of wild beasts is almost too easy, and thrilling 
struggles between various members of the 
animal kingdom occur almest hourly before 
one’s eyes. Mr. Buck himself, as we see him, 
certainly seems to be an exceptional man; 
protected only by a shot-gun and a couple of 
natives, he strolls into the forest and brings 
his savage captives back alive with an almost 
nonchalant air. 


THE PHOTOGRAPHER. 


We are not introduced to the photographer 
of the party, but he, in his own way, must 
be rather exceptional also. On one occasion 
he is taking a picture of the man-eating tiger 
which approaches to wreak his vengeance on 
an unsuspecting native village. All the in- 
habitants manage to escape in time, with the 
exception of a small child, who continues to 
sit unsuspectingly in the middle of the street. 
But does the camera man (presumably the 
only human being on the spot) make any 
attempt to rescue it’? No, he continues to 
turn his handle, probably from sheer force of 
habit. On another occasion, when everyone 
is away from the encampment except himself, 
he allows a small bear to escape from its cage 
without protest, and even continues to photo 
graph it as it runs away into the jungle. Such 
absent-mindedness, combined with such atten 
tion to duty, must be hard to equal. 


ROMANCE OUT OF PLACE, 


Seriously, this film may appeal to the un 
sophisticated, but as the record of an actual 
expedition it is a little absurd. One has no 
wish to disparage the dangers which Mr. 
Buck undoubtedly must have had to face, or 
the skill of the camera men in getting some 
remarkable pictures. There is fine material 
in it, and, in spite of having seen so many 
films of this type, it is impossible not to be 
thrilled by the fights between pythons and 
tigers, or between crocodiles and leopards.

lt is a very amusing little comedy, which 
gains enormously by the use of the dialect 
which adi. point to the jokes. Jean Clyde 
is simply delightful in the part of the very 
sensible and world-wise Mrs. Pringle, who 
has a rare gift of repartee and manages to 
get things running Gee own way. Her 
good humour last night was infectious, and 
was freely shared, not alone by her fellow- 
members in the company, but by the entire 
audience—which is another way of saying 
that she was an immense success. Dorothy 
Hills Watson played the ‘title part very 
daintily, especially in that very amusing 
third. act, where her unsophisticated ways 
caused such consternation in the military 
barracks.

Fourteen years ago, when the delegates 
to the Paris Peace Conference were re- 
making the map of Europe, the late M. 
Clemenceau described the States which 
had been established between Soviet 
Russia and the rest of Eutope as a cordon 
sanitaire. To-day a Franco-Soviet pact 
of non-aggression and a conciliation con- 
vention will be signed at the Quai d’Orsay 
by MM. Herriot and ~Dovgalevski. 
French politicians have “most con- 
venient memories, and Realpolitik now, 
to be the main- 
spring of their actions. The Bolshevist 
‘lion is about to lie down with the Gallic 
lamb, and the new pact of non-aggression 
most comprehensive inatrument. 
France and Russia bind themselves never, 


as ever, continues 


is a 


in any circumstances, to go to war against 
each other. Each nation will respect the 
territory of the other—including, in the 
case of Russia, the whole of. France’s 
Colonial Empire. If either should happen 
to be the victim of aggression by a third 
Pcwer, the other will not support the 
aggressor, directly or indirectly. Finally, 
France and Russia agree to refrain from 
all propaganda at each other's expense— 
an undertaking which we seem to 
recognise as an inevitable rider to all 
Soviet Russian pacts. 

The conciliation convention provides for 
the setting up of a permanent commission 
which shall meet at least once a year, 
or more often if necessary, to examine 
all outstanding differences between the 
two Powers. These two instruments 
represent a ‘great score for French 
diplomacy, A similar treaty between 
Soviet Russia and Poland was initialled 
nearly a year ago; but its ratification was 
made to depend upon the conclusion of a 
Franco-Russian pact, and both instru- 
ments were conditional upon the conclusion 
of a pact between Russia and Rumania. 
It seems that certain difficulties have 
arisen between Russia and Rumania. in 
respect of Bessarabia; but the French 
have received an from 
Moscow that in no circumstances will 


undertaking 


Soviet Russia take up arms against the 
Rumanians, and, in view of this pledge, 


the Government in Bukharest has given 
its nihil obstat to the Franco-Soviet 


treaty. . So far as any Russian treaty 
has any value, therefore, France has 
secured a promise that the Soviet Govern- 
ment will not fight against either Poland 
or Rumania. The two most highly con. 
troversial features of the 1919 Peace 
Treaties are the grant of the so-called

Distress in Canada. 

The two days which preceded he 
Canadian Parlinment’s adjournment last 
week were notable for a furious assault 
upon the Gevernment by the Opposition’: 
spokesmen, Doubtless, much of their 
heated criticism can be discounted; but 
sufficient evidence remains to reveal that 
Canada has reached the low-water mark of 
her fortunes. . Calamity came upon her 
farmers two years ago, and as yet they 
have shown no sign of recovery. An idea 
of the prevailing distress may be obtained 
from the magnitude ‘of the Government's 
relief bill. Mr, Gordon, the Minister of 
Labour, declared that the Federal 
Treasury already had disbursed more than 
£30,000,000 in direct and indirect relief, 
in loans to the provinces and to industry, 
and in wheat bonus. Unemployment 
is high both in the wheat-growing 
and the agricultural areas. Many 
farmers have been compelled to abandon 
their farms for want of money, and 
many industries have shut their doors. 
Canada’s prosperity, of course, depends 
almost entirely on a few products, 
and she has been severely hit by the 
competition of other countries—in par- 
ticular, by Soviet Russia’s dumping. 
Furthermore, the tariff walls of the world 
have crippled her, as they have crippled 
all mations that must find a market 
abroad. Little can be done to relieve her 
at the present ; only concerted action by 
the nations will cause the wheels of in- 
dustry to revolve again with all their old 
rapidity. Yet she certainly will derive a 
substantial measure of relief from the 
agreements concluded at Ottawa. Canada 
was the first Dominion to see that the 
economic health of the Empire lay in the 
co-operation of its parts, and it was she 
who kept the idea of last July's Imperial 
Conference alive when the interest of the 
other Dominions was flagging. The benefits 
which Canada must receive in the near 
future are: very large,. and must affect 
nearly every region of her economy. 
Canadian wheat has obtained preferences 
in. the British market; other foodstuffs, 
including ‘butter, cheese and eggs, will 
receive similar benefits within the next 
few years. In addition, the ban “on 
cattle from the Dominion has been re- 
moved, and direct provision is made for 
the importation. into Britain of an in- 
creasing number of beasts. Time will he 
needed to bring these reforms into effect, 
and: meanwhile Canada must .be prepared 
to shoulder her burden of distress and ‘dis- 
content, ‘Therein ‘she is at one with the 
rest of the world.

The Happy Traveller. 


Necessity is the mother of invention ; it 
has infused the British railways—formerl y 
the most conservative of institutions— 
with an ébullient spirit of enterprise. A 
writer in The Times summarises the 
pleasures and comforts which now beguile 
the tedium of long-distance journeys. 
Eating and. drinking aré confined no 
longer to the conventional table .d’héte 
meals. On the Southern Railway late 
trains are equipped with supper cars, 
which serve cold dishes; and the cafeteria, 
or ‘‘help yourself,” car has appeared on 
the London, Midland and. Scottish system. 
The Flying Scotsman has installed a cock- 
tail bar, a hairdressing saloon, a ladies’ 
room and a woman attendant who takes 
charge of children. On some night ex- 
presses between London and. Edinburgh 
shower-baths may be enjoyed. Broad- 
easting has established itself as entertain- 
ment for long-distance travellers; and now 
the gramaphone will introduce that human 
touch: which could not be expected from 
busy guards and dining-car stewards, It 
will indicate points of interest during the 
journey, will inform passengers of an im- 
pending halt, and will say “a courteour 
good-bye to those who may be leaving.” 
Perhaps, the happiest of recent innova- 
tions on the railway is the “ mystery 
train,’’ which, quitting a terminus under 
sealed orders, caters for people who feel, 
with Stevenson, that “it is better to travel 
hopefully than to arrive.” The Great 
Western Company was the author, and 
now ‘‘mystery'’ excursions are popular 
in many parts of Europe.. In Germany 
the railways, having decanted their 
passengers at some charming forest, 
provide bands which play dance music 
and lead «the ‘company ‘in song. The 
British railways, it-seems, are eager to 
experiment with any new icea which may 
promote the .convenience or pleasure of 
their patrons; and ‘‘they desire to be 
told what the public wants.” Here is a 
wise and enlightened policy. In England 
to-day, as in Ireland, the roads, congested 
with motor traffic, become ever. more 
dangerous, and the railway carriage offers 
uicreasing attractions as a haven of 
safety. Its lure will be still stronger when. 
it has surrounded safe transport with “all 
the comforts of the home,” ._

UP TO THE DEBTORS, 


A discussion on War debts took place 
at the White House yesterday morning 
between President Hoover, Mr.. Stimson 
(the Secretary of State) and Mr. Ogden 
Mills (Secretary of the Treasury), and at 
its conclusion, reports Reuter’s Washing. 
ton Correspondent, Mr. Mills said: 
““ Unless Ns striking information is 
presented, which cannot now be foreseen, 
the situation will remain as it is, with the 
decision squarely up to the debtors 
whether they will pay or default.’’ 

He went on to say that no further com- 
munications were received from the debtor 
nations as to the course they would follow 
on December 15th, when the payments fall 
due, but both he and Mr. Stimson indi- 
cated that the next move must come from 
abroad. 

“ We shall know more in 48 hours,” 
said Mr. Mills. ‘ Right now we are 
standing squarely on the President's posi- 
tion that no facts have been presented to 
warrant suspension and that these pay- 
ments.should. be made.” 

Latvia has now joined the chorus of 


Senator arrison (Democrat), in a 
broadcast address yesterday, said: ‘‘ Ex- 
cepting England, no instalment due by 
debtors is so large that payment would be 
embarrassing. Some of these countries 
produce goods we cannot. . . Cannot we, 
against future need, accept from England 
(for a time impound) a quantity of tin, 
rubber, jute and silver? We might even 
accept in part some instalments in in- 
dustrial securities, I do not propose any 
of the methods, but such _ possibilities 
ought to be examined before we decide to 
postpone payments due, and, certainly 
should be exhausted before we modify or 
cancel,’’ 


STERLING STILL FALLING, 


Sterling fell to the “ record ” low level 
of 3.174 on the New York Exchange after 
opening at 3.19. Subsequently it rallied, 
and closed at 5.18}. 

Trading was slow, dealers being 
apparently cautious and uncertain what 
the pound would do next. The fall in 
sterling dragced down cotton futures 
about ten points. and wheat also sagged. 
The absence of any important liquidation 
is encouraging, but continued indecisive 
movements are anticipated pending further 
developments. 

Sterling was quoted at Amsterdam at 
7.93, which is a new low “' record,”’ 

The Note to the United States which the 
French Government are now preparing 
will, it is understood, further develop 
arguments in favour of the suspension o! 
the December 15th payment without com- 
mitting the French Government for or 
against eventual payment on that date. 

Whether Italy will pay when her instal- 
ment falls due is not vet certain, but a 
decision may be reached at the meeting 
on December 5th of the Fascist Grand 
Council, which normally deals with such 
matters. The Government is puzzled by 
the situation which has arisen, and is 
watching Great Britain and France. 

Signor Alberto Picelli, a prominent 
economist, at a meeting of the Association 
of Joint Stock Companies, which was 
attended by Signor Mussolini, denounced 
what he called the unwisdom of America’s 
policy of encouraging Lausanne and then 
failing to follow suit, although it would he 
in her own best interest.

PERSIAN OIL COMPANY

AIS a Council of Ministers, with the 
Shah presiding, on Saturday, the 
Persian Government, the Finance 
Minister, Mirza Seyed Hassan Khau 
Taghizadeh, informed the Teheran repre- 
sentative of the Anglo-Persian Oil Com- 
pany that the D’Arcy concession—origin- 
ally granted in 1901 and taken over by the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company in 1908—was 
cancelled. ' 

The Government stated its willingness 
to negotiate with the company a new col- 
cession “ based on the rights of both 
parties.” For the present the company’s 
activities are to be permitted to continue 
unaltered. 

This action has been foreshadowed for 
some days past in the Press. It was 
announced on Saturday evening, in a 
special edition of an evening newspaper, 
which proclaimed it as an _ occa- 
sion for great national rejoicing, since the 
‘last foothold of foreigners on Persian 
soil ’’ was now removed. 


BRITISH POSITION, 


Meanwhile (says The Times) the British 
Government are directly affected by the 
Persiat. action, apart from their.duty to 
protect a legitimate British interest in 
Persia. In 1913, when fresh capital was 
needed by the company, and it seemed 
possible that the control of an oilfield 
which was of the highest importance to 
the British Admiralty might pass into 
foreign hands, Mr. Asquith’s Government 
agreed to provide the additional capital. 
At the beginning of the current year the 
Government held £7,500,000 out of the 
£13,425,000 in Ordinary shares issued by 
the Government. It is understood that a 
decision will be taken by the Cabinet when 
the more urgent pending question of the 
terms of the reply to the American Note 
has been settled. 


500,000 SQUARE MILES 
INVOLVED. 


None of the London directors of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company would make 
any statement last night in regard to the 
report that the Persian Government has 
officially notified the Anglo-Persian Oi! 
Company of the annulment of the D'Arcy 
concession, although it is willing to con- 
sider fresh terms, and that the company 
say that the concession contains no pro- 
vision for cancellation. 

The concession covers an area of nearly 
509,000 square miles of territory. 

The concession was sécured by William 
Knox D’Arcy in 1901 for sixty years from 
the Shah of Persia for the exclusive ex- 
ploitation of petroleum throughout Persia, 
with the exception of the five northern 
provinces bordering on the Caspian Sea. 
D'Arcy went to Persia after making a 
fortune in the gold mines of Australia. 
After he had spent a great deal of his 
fortune, with little success, others came to 
his aid, and seven years after the con- 
cession was obtained oil was struck at 
Meidan-i-Naftun, in the Bakhtiari Hills. 

Next year—in 1909—the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Company was incorporated to work and 
develop the oilfields. 

The British Government took up stock 
in the company in 1917, and new oilfields 
were developed in the ared. : : 

Now the annual production amounts to 
millions of tons, and the authorised 


“ha of the company is £26,500,000. 


ord Greenway is president of the com- 
pany and Sir John Cadman is chairman. 
In May, 1914, the company contracted to 
supply the British Government with a 
large quantity of fuel oil for delivery over 
a term of years. The company owns 
refineries at Abadan (Persia), Llandarcy 
(Wales) and Grangemouth (Scotland), 
and has a fleet of eighty-three tankers. 


BIG DIVIDENDS. 


At the annual meeting of the company 
in June last, Sir John Cadman, the chair- 
man, referred to discussions with a repre- 
sentative of the Persian Government in 
relation to the calculation of the royalties 
payable to the Government under the 
D'Arcy concession. ‘‘I hope,” he said, 
“that as a result of these conversations 
arrangements satisfactory to both parties 
will be completed.’ 

The issued and paid-up capital is 
£23.925.000. For the three years to March 
31, 1922, the company paid a dividend of 
20. per cent. each year. Then followed 
dividends of 124, 175 (plus 50 per cent. 
bonus from reserve), 12, 73, 12h 20 and 
15 per cent. in 1950. } 

Two of the directors are representatives 
of the British Government. 


SMASH-AND-GRAB RAID

LONDON BANDITS KNOCK 
DOWN POLICEMAN. 


A London policeman was knocked down 
and injured last night by a car used by 
a party of men who were disturbed while 
carrying out a smash-and-grab raid on a 
gunsmith’s shop in Conduit street, W. 

One of them had just smashed the 
window and grabbed half-a-dozen double- 
barrelled sporting guns, when three police- 
men wre ea The raider immediately 
dashed back to the car, the engine of 
which had been kept running, and made 
off at great speed and without lights. 

As the car drove off it knocked down 
one of the policemen, Constable Walters 
who received a fractured leg and othe 
injuries. Another policeman tried to stop 
the car by jumping on the footboard, while 
a colleague flung his lamp through the 
windscreen.

CLAREMORRIS, Monday. 

At a meeting yesterday the Claremorris 
Branch of the National Union of Railway- 
men protested in the strongest possible 
manner against the Wages Board’s award, 
called upon the Executive to call a genera! 
strike at an early date, and pledged their 
loyal support to maintain their present 
rates of pay and conditions of service.

to prevent any further reduction of wages 
or worsening of conditions of service, and 
we pledge ourselves to loyally support 
them in the event of the necessity for 
strong and drastic action." 


DEARER MEAT 
PROSPECT. 


ONE P.C. MARGIN 
OF PROFIT. 


66 ETAIL prices for fresh meat have 
fallen more than wholesale ones 

since the slump set in, but there are 

indications that meat will be dearer.’’ 

This statement was made by a repre- 
sentative ‘of one of the largest meat 
trading firms in Dublin to an Irish Times 
representative yesterday. It was backed 
by such a volume of facts and figures that 
the inquirer could not help wondering 
how so many butchers remain in business. 
There is no doubt that some meat traders 
doing what is called “a select trade’’ 
have been very hardly hit by bad debts, 
and their efforts to keep up prices in the 
face of a falling market and keen com- 
petition. 

Matters are equally bad in  indus- 
trial areas, where unemployment. has 
reduced the purchasing power of con- 
sumers, and more especially those who 
make their purchases on credit. The sale 
of meat or anything else on credit costs 
the consumer more, and, if prices ‘‘in the 
book’’ do not compare favourably with 
those quoted for cash sales, the fault seems 
to he with the consumer for his or her 
lack of business acumen. 


DECLINE IN PRICES. 


There would be no occasion for a Prices 
Control Board if even a majority of the 
public would conduct its business on a 
cash basis. ‘This opinion is based 
on the figures made up from day 
to day for their own information by one 
of the biggest retail meat traders in 
Dublin. This firm, at the moment, is 
working on a net profit of one per cent., 
and it is doubtful if those in a smaller 
way of business are doing nearly as well. 

Since the heavy fall in live-stock values 
set in last July retail prices have been 
coming down, and our informant states 
that they have declined more rapidly than 
the prices of cattle and sheep. This is not 
the general opinion of housewives, and it 
will be found that there is often a varia- 
tion according to the district where the 
butcher’s shop is situated.

Stock-owners have lost so much as &

Nearly everyone nowadays avoids meat 
with a high percentage of fat. and where 
otherwise prime meat is spoiled by this 
defect, the butcher has to find other means 
of disposing of it.

SOVIET CLAIMS A 
GREAT VICTORY. 


CHANGING ATTITUDE OF 
GREAT POWERS. 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
MOSCOW, Monday. 


7 NE completion of the pacts of non- 
aggression with France and Poland 
has caused jubilation in Moscow. The 
official organ, IJzvrestia, hails it as “a 
victory in the cause of peace.’’ 

“Poland's ratification,’’ the paper 
says, ‘“‘represents our greatest diplomatic 
victory, since Poland is the most powerful 
of our Western neighbours, and was 
awarded the róle of mainstay in inter- 
vention of our enemies’ plans. This pact 
is the successful end of many years of 
struggle carried on by the Soviet Govern- 
ment from the first day of its existence 
in the cause of peace.’’ 

“ Enemies,” the newspaper continues, 
“regarded this as a sign of our weakness, 
but they soon became convinced that peace 
as a policy is one of the elements of our 
power.. Having obtained peace agreements 
with all its neighbours, the Soviet Union 
offered to conclude disarmament and non- 
aggression pacts. 


“ PAWNS OF THE POWERS.” 


“In spite of the resistance of the great 
imperialist Powers, who looked upon the 
smaller Powers of the countries situated 
as our neighbours as pawns in their 
struggle against the U.S.S.R., the Soviet 
Union was able to obtain success in this 
direction. We obtained the Treaties of 
Rapallo and Berlin with Germany, which 
made an end of past claims. Then we 
obtained non-aggression pacts with Latvia, 
Lithuania, Esthonia, Finland, Turkey, 
Persia and Afghanistan. 

“The industrialisation of the U.S.S.R.., 
which has inereased the importance of the 
country and its capacity for defence, has 
made it clear that war with us would be 
a great war in which we could answer the 
attacks of our enemies by merciless 
counter-attacks. 

“The correlation of forces between the 
Capitalist and Socialist worlds has 
changed in our favour, and the proposed 
signature of a non-aggression pact with 
France shows how these factors act among 
the great Powers—driving some bourgeois 
countries to improving their relations with 
the U.S.S.R.”’ 

The article concludes with these words: 
“Public opinion, while welcoming the 
ratification of the Polish-Soviet Pact, will 
follow with the greatest attention the 
work of the dark Powers which believe 
that their safety lies in a new war out- 
burst.’’ 


AIMED AT GERMANY. 


The pact with France appears to have 
the advantage, writes The Times Corre- 
spondent in Paris, of attenuating the 
“ossibilities of any Soviet-German co- 
operation against France, and it does open 
the way to resumption of trade, the one 
thing desired by French industrial inte- 
rests, whose pressure on the Government 
has largely been responsible for its con- 
clusion. 


MR. DE VALERA TO

NEXT STAGE OF SINO.-

The Sino-Japanese dispute was referred 
by the League Council this morning to a 
special meeting of the Assembly, which 
will be convened next week. 

Among those who have already announced 
their intention to speak at the Assembly 
are Mr. de Valera, Dr. Benes and Sefjor 
Madariaga, while several South American 
represeniatives are expected to urge the 
sanctity of the League Covenant. 

A strong movement is also afoot to 
secure American and Soviet co-operation 
at a later stage, and, if America is satis- 
fied with the affirmations of principle in 
the debate, it is believed that she will not 
object to becoming associated with the 
work of the Commission of Nineteen. 

At this morning’s session of the Council 
Mr. de Valera (the chairman) read a 
letter from Mr. Matsuoka, maintaining 
the Japanese objection to the referring of 
the dispute to the Assembly, and stating 
that the Japanese delegation would 
refrain from voting. 

It is understood that the Commission 
of Nineteen, which handled the problem 
in its early stages, will meet on Thursday 
or Friday, and that the Assembly will be 
convened for Tuesday, 

The Japanese Foreign Office spokesman 
to-day stated (telegraphs The Times Corre- 
spondent in Tokyo) that though Japan 
objects to the application of Article 15 of 
the Covenant to the Manchurian dispute 
her subsequent action will depend on what 
actually happens at Geneva. Her reser- 
vation is not iatended as a threat of with- 
drawal, He again stressed the rigid limits 
within which a solution is attaizable. 

‘There appears,’’ he said, “ to be an 
impression abroad that Japan’s last word 
has not been said. It should be under- 
stood that our final words have been said 
regarding the independence of Manchukuo. 
We think it better not to attempt to reach 
a definite solution now, because ‘t is diffi- 
cult for the League to accept the inde- 
pendence of Manchukuo. -When time 
passes and it is seen that the new State 
cannot be unmade, the situation wil] be 
easier. No reason existe for haste, as 
there is no risk of war and foreign in- 
terests are not jeopardised,

The Times concludes a leading article 
to-day as follows:—Numerous schemes 
have been suggested for the future | 
abolition of the subsidy. on municipal | 
houses under the Act of 1924, and for the | 
substitution of seme form of public utility 
body as the agency for housebuilding 
operations, with a strictly limited return 
on its capital under a State guarantee. 
There seems to be no reason whatever why | 
such an experiment should not be tried, 
if not throughout the country, at least for 
a number of specific housing schemes.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS.

CIRCUIT COURT RULES. 


On the whole, the Circuit Court Rules, 
which came into force on the lst January 
last, have worked smoothly. 

The attention of the Council has been drawn 
irom tame to time to some of these rules, 
and the Council have carefully noted al! 
matters which will eventually have to be 
amended or clarified. There are a number of 
minor points to which I do not think it neces- 
sary to refer, but there are two matters of 
substance which I think should be mentioned. 
You will remember last May when I addressed 
you the Council had submitted a case 
to senior counsel as to the validity of the 
procedure by which judgment in default of 
appearance can be entered in the office of the 
County Registrar in cases of liquidated 
demands.

769. This shows a satisfactory increase over 
last year of 68, while the number of 
solicitors practising in the Irish Free State 
is at the moment 1,248. The increased 
membership of the Society is gratifying, but 
still it is hard to’ reconcile that there are 
479 practising ‘solicitors on the roll who do 
not think it worth their while to become 
members of the Society. , 

Í make this appeal to those listening. to me 
to use their teloonte to get all practising 
solicitors to join the Society. As 1 said Jast 
May to the meeting, it is not’ unreasonable 
to expect that every practising solicitor 
should prove his loyalty to his profession by 
being a member of its governing body. 

I have to thank the members of the

COLLECTORS OF INFORMATION. 


Mr. T. J. Greene referred’ to the ‘request 
that had been made; that solicitors should 
give information as to: the dealings of 
solicitors’ clients. in stocks and shares. It 
war be, he said, that this was the thin 
end oí the wedge whereby the Goverament 
would get information with regard to con- 
fidential matters between solicitor and client. 
He felt that the moment, they, departed 
from the principle “of © strict Mine 
between solicitor and client it might lead 
to.some Act being brought in to compel 
them to give mformation as to the financial 
position of clients. He-thought that solicitors 
should not be asked to act as collectors for 
the Government of information of that kind. 
They were entitled to claim privilege for 
transactions with their clients, and for his 
part he would not make any return to any 
Government of the kind suggested. 

The President said that this matter had 
been carefully considered, and it had been 
made perfectly clear by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce that it merely meant 
asking the assistance of solicitors in fur- 
nishing reliable information. as to Stock Ex- 
change transactions between persons resident 
in this country and elsewhere. The banks 
and the Dublm stockbrokers had agred to 
EA these returns. If solicitors acted with 
ostility to the Ministry they might be met 
by a section in the next Finance Act which 
would compel them to give such particulars. 
The Council thought it more diplomatic to 
yield to the request of the Ministry. He did 
not think it would harm solicitors, and rather 
that it was up to them to assist the Ministry 
in the compilation of statistics useful to the 
country. 

Mr, Craig said that there could be no 
breach of confidence in solicitors giving these 
returns. There was no truth in the sug- 
gestion that solicitors in giving this informa- 
tion would be committing a breach’ of con- 
fidence in respect of their clients. 

On the motion of Mr. C. Orpen, seconded 
by Mr. MacDermott, a vote of thanks to the 
President was accorded with acclamation.

QUESTION AND ANSWER, 


In June last a member of the City Council 
secured the passage of a resolution requiring :

Mr. Gerald Sherlock's reply contained the

“With regard to query (d) as to the steps 
necessary to substitute a system of tenancies 
for the present hire-purchase arrangements, 
I would point out that the present occupants 
hold leases which have been approved by the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, and his sanction would be necessary 
to any change in the direction indicated.”’ 


THE NEW MOVEMENT. 


Since this report was made by the City 
Manager. a movement has been afoot among 
the tenant-purchasers, which is regarded by 
its opponents as an endeavour to ‘smash ” 
the tenant-purchase scheme in Dublin, in the 
furtherance of a “no ownership” policy, 
ownership even in so insignificant a section 
of the city population being regarded as an 
obstacle to the progress of fuller designs. 
it appears that the actual success of this 
agitataon, so far as the tenant-purchasers are 
concerned, has been secured,..in the. hope 
of a revision of the terms of their purchase 
contracts. They are paying for their houses 
on the basis of a 40 year loan, by weekly 
instalments ¢ but; in addition; they have to 
pay ls. weekly for maintenance, and a frac- 
tion of a shilling as collection fee. ‘The 
maintenance money is regarded by many as 
exorbitant. They would seek to relieved 
of it, on the ground that, individually, main- 
tenance could be managed at a lesser cost 
than the Corporation spends on upkeep. 

Then, again, the weekly purchase money 
is alleged to be too high im relation to the 
average weekly rental of similar, but later, 
built dwellings. This ‘view is supported by 
the fact that houses built 9, 8, and 7 years 
ago, require a larger capital outlay than 
builder’ material, prices, and wages of to- 
day would justify. It is further urged that 
depressed circumstances have overcome the 
majority of the tenant-purchasers, and. have 
made burdensome contracts that were will- 
ingly entered into under better conditions, 
which apparently have passed for good, 


UNECONOMIC. 


The tenant-purchase schemes of the Cor- 

ration were never €conomic propositions. 
[here has been a considerable annual loss, 
and about a year ago the Corporation dis- 
continued them. The question of breaking 
down the existing tenant-purchase schemes 
has never been Sareatty proposed to the 
Corporation. The Corporation has no power 
to convert the existing Snel blarthabers 
into weekly tenants, or to replace 
them in the dwellings they have 
partly purchased, by non-owning weekly 
renters. Before the change could be effected 
the Minister for Local Government would 
have to make an Order, empowering the City 
Council to alter the agreements between the 
tenant-purchasers and the Corporation. On 
the one hand a large section of the tenants

Carndonagh district. of County Donegal. A 
high. tide, assisted bs ae wind that attained 
gale force, inundated large tracts of land, 
and many roads were impassable, Motorists 
on the Clonmany-Carndonagh road ran into 
sea water which extended for half a mile 
from Rashenny Railway Station. The roads 
to the Isle of Doagh and to Pollan Racecourse 
were similarly flooded, the depth of: water 
on sdme sections being at Jeast four feet. 
Pollan Green, a townland some eight hundred 
acres in extent and a mile and a half distant 
from the sea, was covered by the tide. Mails 
from Culdaff to Carndonagh were sent by a 
circuitous route to avoid flooded roads. — 
At Lagg, Malin, where the Lough Swilly 
Railway ‘bus from Derry for Malin Head 
was Caught in the ‘tide, ‘the ‘officials and 
passengers had» a trying time. The ‘bus 
came to a btop on a little one-arch bridge, 
and the water, was deeper. both before and 
behind. Waves came up and broke over the 
bridge, and the passengers feared that some 
of them would smash in the glass of the ’bus. 
They had left Derry at 4.30. They should 


and six thirty, but it was nine o'clock before 
they were taken on there by another bus, 
after the tide had ebbed.
